The restrictions, however, rep­ 
resent a considerable relaxation 
of the decrees under which all 
religious orders 
were 
expelled 
from the country by th e an ti- 
j clerical government of Alfonso 
I C osta'in 1910. 
Now the nuns are perm itted to! 
i work in private hospitals, in s ti-' 
; tutions for the blind and other 
! charitable institutions. They are 
; also allowed to teach religion 
| privately. 
Throughout the 20 years the 
only sisterhoods th a t have been 
represented in the country have 
been Irish nuns of the Beau 
Success 
convent 
and 
French 
nuns of the St. Louis hospital. 
Both 
these 
institutions 
were 
considered 
territories 
of 
the 
Irish and French governm ents 
and therefore beyond the reach 
of the anti-clerical ban. 
The readm ission of the native 
nuns for private work follows, 
too. a change in policy which 
restored them to full standing in 
the colonies where missionary 
and parochial schools are run by 
them and by Portuguese priests. 
Until this step was tak ep the 
only religious education in the 
African possessions was given by 
foreign missionaries who ta u g h t 
the blacks different languages 
and various creeds. 
In some 
instances disorders 
broke 
out 
between 
p rotestant 
and catholic converts and the 
governm ent also found th a t the 
Portuguese language was m a k ­ 
ing little or no headw ay am ong 
the blacks. So the governm ent

. 'People who travel about this country a go'bd 
•'deal often complain that American choking is 
getting standardized. It makes little difference, 
they say, whether you eat in San Francisco or 
New Galveston or Bangor, the food you get will 
be just about the same, cooked in much the same 
way. 


Undeniably the eating habits of all Americans 


are quite similar. Nevertheless, there • are sec- 
tional differences, and the traveler who takes 
the trouble to inquire about them and to ask for \ 
the local specialties can still enjoy a good deal of 
variety in his meals. 
, The United Press recently sent a story from 
New York, analyzing the various sectional pref- 
erences in the matter of food. Some of its con- 
clusions are interesting. 


New York, for instance, holds up cornsd beef 


hash as its favorite restaurant 
dish. 
Phila- 


delphia clings-to its traditional scrapple. Dwsll- 
ers in the middle west do not like things highly 


seasoned. New Orleans, on the other hand, does. 
Minnesota people eat a great many steaks. Cali- 
forni^ goes for salads. 


• So it goes. One c'ould add other things. Bos- 
ton will give you pie for breakfast, and will im- 
plore you to have codfish cakes on Sunday morn- 
ing. San Diego will introduce you to hot tamales. 
Michigan and Wisconsin will press Lake Superior 
whitefish on you. Maryland can show you a 
t'-.ing or two about fried chicken. Baltimore will 
give you oysters. Any New England state can 
prove the excellency of blueberry pie for the 
traveler. 


There's a fair bit of variety there. It is possible 


that the uniformity of menus is more due to the 
traveler than to the native sons. The .man who 
goes about the country ordtring ham and eggs, 
or hamburger and onions, at every place he comes 
to has no one but himself to blame. If he will 
take the trouble to find out what the local fav- 
orites are he can vary his diet considerably —^ 
and, 
incidentally, do some mighty pleasant din- 


ing as well.

Vienna. 
It is offered as basis for dis- 


cussing the European union idea 
evolved by Aristide Briand, for- 
eign minister of France. M. Bri- 
and is proceeding with his plan 
by collecting suggestions from 
the various governments under 
authority of the League of Na- 
tions, the count's scheme being 
entirely unofficial. 


Abolition of war through dis- 


armament and the elimination 
of political aiad economic friction 
are given as the underlying prin- 
ciples of the proposed pact. 


In general the idea is to estab- 


lish a governing council with a 
chancellor, treasurer and various 
secretaries'as active executives. 
There would be a legislative as- 
sembly with membership alloted 
according to comparative popu- 
lations of participating states 
and a supreme court of three 
chambers of five judges each, 
selected by the assembly and ir- 
removable. 
This court would enforce fed- 


eratipn laws and deftide disputes 
between member states. Disputes 
with nations outside the new 
league would be referred to the 
League of Nations or the Per- 
manent Court of Internationa1 
Justice at The Hague. 


While the federation would br 


pledged to disarmament and its 
members would guarantee to re- 
spect the covenant of the League 
of Nations and the Kellogg pact 
for renunciation 
of war, the 


count's draft would also unite 
the military resources of Europe. 
Members would regard an at- 
tack upon one of them as an at- 
tack upon their own territory 
and would -undertake to protect 
the attacked federal member by 
political, economic and military 
means." 
The 
proposed 
-Federated 


States of Europe" would come 
into existence when the pact is 
accepted by nations with a com- 
bined population of 120,000,000. 
The pact would be open to al' 
nations whose territory is main- 
ly in Eurooe and would include 
all possessions of the member 
states, wherever located. 


Others with European inter- 


ests might be admitted by unan- 
imous vote of the council, a 
provision 
which would make 


Russia and Turkey eligible. Spe- 
cial provision is made for parti- 
cipation of Vatican City as a 
lull-fledged member.

country, but under provisions 
which bar convent life, wearing 
of.habits in public and the teach- 
ing of religion in state schools. 


The restrictions, however, rep- 


resent a considerable relaxation 
of the decrees Bunder which all 
religious orders were expelled 
from the country by the anti- 
clerical government of Alfonso 
Costa-in 1910. 
Now the nuns are permitted to 


work in private hospitals, insti- 
tutions for the blind and other 
charitable institutions. They are 
also aUowed to teach religion 
privately. 
Throughout the 20 years the 


only sisterhoods that have been 
represented in the country have 
been Irish nuns of the Beau 
Success convent and 
French 


nuns of the St. Louis hospital. 
Both' these institutions were 
considered territories 
of 
the 


Irish and French governments 
and therefore beyond the reach 
of the anti-clerical ban. 


The readmission of the native 


nuns for private work follows, 
too. a chang'e in policy which 
-restored them to full standing'in 
the colonies where missionary 
and parochial schools are run by 
them and by Portuguese priests. 
Until this step -was taken the 
only religious education in the 
African possessions was given by 
foreign missionaries who taught 
the blacks different languages 
and various creeds. 


In some instances disorders 


broke out between protestanl 
and catholic, converts and the 
frovernment also found that the 
Portuguese language was mak- 
ing little or no headway among 
the blacks. So .the government 
has authorized reopening of the 
Franciscan monastery of, Vara- 
togo near Torres Vedras to train 
missionaries for Africa and it 
has also restricted institution 
there in anything but Portu- 
guese.
